FIRE PROTECTION CONTRACT 


This Contract is entered into in duplicate, effective the lst day 
of January, 1989, between THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA, acting by 
and through its Mayor and members of the Board of Public Works and 
Safety ("City") and ZOLLNER CORPORATION, an Indiana corporation, 
having its principal place of business in Adams Township, Allen 
County, Indiana ("Zollner"). 

WHEREAS, Zollner is the owner of certain improvements upon real 
estate near, but outside the corporate limits, of the City of Fort 
Wayne, the common address for which is 2425 Coliseum Boulevard South, 
Fort Wayne, Indiana 46803, intending to include in the fire protec- 
tion coverage provided by this Contract, all improvements existing on 
or at said location during the continuation of this Contract (the 
"Premises"), and 

WHEREAS, Zollner desires to be assured that fire protection by 
City is available to the Premises. 

NOW THEREFORE, the parties agree as follows: 

l. TERM. For a continuous period of three (3) years, commencing 
January 1, 1989, and terminating December 31, 1991, upon the receipt 
by City's Fire Department of a notification or signal that there is a 
fire on the Premises above described, City shall cause the proper 
fire fighting station or stations to send such fire fighting equip- 
ment, materials and personnel to the Premises as it reasonably sends 
to other similar locations within the corporate limits of the City. 

2. MATERIALS. JZollner shall reimburse City for foam and powder 
used to extinguish any fire, said reimbursement to be made within ten 
(10) days after being billed by City for said materials so used. 

3. PAYMENT FOR FIRE FIGHTING SERVICES. For the fire fighting 
services provided by this Contract, Zollner agrees to pay City an 
annual sum of $7,400, payable in two installments of $3,700 each, due 
on the 15th day of January and the 15th day. of July hereafter during 


the tarm of this aareement. with the first installment due 


4. INSPECTION. City shall cause its Fire Department personnel 
and Fire Prevention Bureau personnel to inspect Zollner's building, 
equipment and facilities periodicaly, at mutually convenient times, 
to familiarize such personnel with said buildings, equipment and 
facilities and Zollner's operation on the Premises, so as to (1) 
determine the types of fires which may reasonable be anticipated on 
the Premises; (2) be able to render service commensurate with 
existing service conditions; and (3) make recommendations relative to 
fire prevention. 


5. NON-ASSUMPTION OF LIABILITY. City and City's Fire Department 





shall not assume any liability for the safety, well-being or destruc- 
tion of any structures, buildings or the contents therein, nor for 
individuals involved therein, in the execution of this Contract. 


6. CONTRACT EFFECTIVE. Notwithstanding the foregoing provi- 





sions, this Contract shall not become effective until it shall have 
been signed by the Mayor and the members of the Board of Public Works 
and Safety, and ratified and approved by the Common Council of the 


City-
